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1,600-point drop, 
the largest intraday 
drop in Dow history 


Plunge erases 1,175 points 


The stock market ended a wild day on Monday 
with its biggest drop in six and a half years.

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age plunged 1,175 points Monday 
in an exceptionally volatile day 
for financial markets around the 
world, stirring concerns about the 
durability of the long-running 
stock gains. 

In the biggest global sell-off 
since 2016, financial markets from 


Asia to Europe to the United 
States were rocked primarily by 
concerns about inflation. 

The Dow was off a heart- 
stopping 1,600 points during af- 
ternoon trading, the largest intra- 
day point decline in the blue-chip 
index’s history. But the 4.6 per- 
cent loss for the day was not even 
close to the biggest. 

The downdraft raised fresh 
anxieties among Americans who 
have seen their retirement sav- 


ings and household worth march 
steadily higher without any of the 
gyrations that are part of a normal 
market cycle. 

It also threatened to deprive 
President Donald Trump and the 
GOP of a favorite talking point at 
the nascent stages of the 2018 
midterm campaign.

Sheriffs 
deputy 

killed in 
Springs

For the third time since Dec. 31, 
a Colorado sheriffs deputy has 
been killed in a shooting while 
taking a suspect into custody. 

Each time, the shootings have 
rattled the communities the depu- 
ties served and broken the hearts 
of parents, wives, siblings, chil- 
dren and fellow law enforcement 
officers. 

“The feeling of the sheriffs is 
the same as the public,” Larimer 
County Sheriff Justin Smith said 
Monday night. “It’s absolutely un- 
believable.” 

On Monday afternoon, El Paso 
County sheriffs Deputy Micah 
Flick, 34, became the third to die 
in 37 days. Two other El Paso 
County sheriff s deputies, a Colo- 
rado Spring police officer and a 
civilian were wounded in the 
shootout. 

The suspect was killed. 

Flick, who was a detective, had 
celebrated his llth anniversary 
with the sheriffs department on 
Monday, El Paso County Sheriff 
Bill Elder said. Flick is survived by 
his wife and 7-year-old twins. 

“Deputy Flick was an outstand- 
ing member of my agency, and he 
will be missed,” Elder said. 

Flick was part of a team of law 
enforcement officers from the 
sheriffs office, Colorado Springs 
Police Department and Colorado 
State Patrol that confronted a sus- 
pected car thief on the 4200 block 
of Galley Road, Police Chief Pete 
Carey said. 

There was a struggle, and the 
suspect, an adult male, fired at the 
officers, Carey said.
